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Rarey seeks city appointment

Concerned Romulus resi¬ 
dent James Rarey, who has 
raised questions on local Tax 
Increment Finance Authority 
issues and council parliamen¬ 
tary procedures, has asked to 
be named a member of the 
city’s Charter Review 
Committee. 


The committee is expected 
to be named soon, so that the 
city could place a possible 
four-year political term on the 
ballot as soon as possible, 
maybe as early as November. 

Local political leaders have 
asked voter support on hiking 
the present two-year terms to 
four years in the past, but vo¬ 
ters have given them a 
thumbs down answer. 


It is not definite if the re¬ 
view committee would be 
asked to review just the term 
issue, or to review the entire 
charter. 

City Councilman William 
Crova was a member of the last 
review committee and asked 
City Clerk Linda Choate if past 
committee members had been

Council cancels

Iona and Anthony McNeil 
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of Riverbridge Road in Ro¬ 
mulus on Monday brought in a 
large poster showing photos of 
the various vehicles parked in 
front of their mail box. 

Alona McNeil, who served 
as the family spokesperson, 
said she talked to her neigh¬ 
bors concerning her lack of 
mail delivery, but one set of 
neighbors doesn’t seem to 
care. 

She even has called the po¬ 
lice, but once the post office 
vehicle passes her home for 
the day, such protests are 
ineffective. 

Police have ticketed the 
cars, but even that doesn’t 


seem to get their attention, 
McNeil said. 

“But after one such ticket¬ 
ing, I found a window broken 
in our family vehicle,” she 
said. 

“I don’t want to get into a fist 
confrontation,” McNeil said, 
“but this situation has gone on 
too long.” 

She then smiled at the coun¬ 
cil members and said “we de¬ 
cided to come here, because 
we know there are great minds 
up there, since we voted to put 
you there.” 

McNeil said she only speaks 
for her family on the issue, but 

fppls the problem is centered 


on the occupants of only one 
home in the neighborhood. 

“I don’t like bills, but I’d 
rather pay them in a timely 
fashion,” she said. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp¬ 
berry asked Mayor William 
Oakley to have the police 
check out the complaint. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth agreed. “If one or more 
of the cars is towed away, I 
guarantee it will get their 
attention.” 

Oakley agreed to have the 
police investigate the alleged 
illegal parking problem.

The controversial benefits 
packages given to retiring and 
terminated employees in the 
Mayor Beverly McAnally ad¬ 
ministration were cancelled 
Monday night by the Romulus 
City Council. 

As expected when the bene¬ 
fits issue battle began, the de¬ 
cision to employ only the 1990 
city benefits package was ap¬ 
proved by a 4-3 vote with Coun- 
cilman Michael Prybyla 
joining Council members Jim¬ 
mie Raspberry, William Crova 
and Mary Collins backing that 
decision. 

The vote thus outlawed ben¬ 
efits from either the 1993 or 
1995 package plan drawn up by 
McAnally team members. Re¬ 
portedly before stepping down 
as mayor, McAnally termi¬ 
nated a number of employees 
(including numerous depart¬ 
ment heads) and provided 
them with a benefits package 
that reportedly would cost the 
city about $56,000 a year. 

Parts of the package report¬ 
edly were lifetime health ben¬ 
efits and $50,000 in insurance 
benefits. 

Raspberry and other coun¬ 
cil members contended the 
council never approved either 
of the later (1993 or 1995) bene¬ 
fits packages and hence they 
should be voided. 

Voting against using only 
the 1990 benefits package were 
three City Council members, 
who had strong ties to 
McAnally, namely Mayor pro 
tern Randolph Gear and Coun¬ 
cil members William Wad¬ 
sworth and Deborah Romak. 

Asked by the press how 
many city employees or ex-em¬ 
ployees Monday night’s de- 
cison would affect, Mayor 
William Oakley said “the nu¬ 
mber is still undecided, but 
there will be a lotta, lotta peo¬ 
ple involved.” 

Oakley speculated that it 
would take months to sort out 
all benefits passed out to de¬ 
termine which needed to be al- 
tared or disallowed. 

A number of lawsuits 
against the city are expected 
in coming months. 

The only former employee 
mentioned to date officially 
has been Herman Johnson, a

long term city inspector, who 
thought he had successfully re- 
tired from the city last 
November. 

Johnson however was 
called back to work recently 
by Oakley to “make sure he 
had a job and his benefits in¬ 
tact,” the mayor said. 

Several council members 
asked Oakley if he would sit 
down and talk to Johnson to 
settle the issue. 

Oakley said he couldn’t 
guarantee such a meeting 
would be helpful, since “I feel 
Johnson’s (retirement) negotia¬ 
tion (with McAnally) was not 
legal. Johnson however feels it 
is.” 

The mayor explained “most 
people don’t realize what good 
friends Herman and I were be¬ 
fore this issue arose in recent 
months. But unfortunately I 
have become the bad guy in 
this matter, since I have to 
stand up for local residents 
and all city employees. 

Raspberry told citizen 
speaker Sherry Hicks “you’re 
barking at the wrong mayor. 
Mayor Oakley inherited this 
problem.” 

Prybyla said he hoped that 
the Johnson benefits issue 
could be settled separately 
from the other employees’ 
issues. 

Oakley reaffirmed that even 
the union that Johnson was a 
former member of agreed ini-

A vote is planned today on 
whether the Wayne County 
Commissioners will extend the 
controversial five-year con¬ 
tract of Metro Cars, the lim¬ 
ousine service now serving the 
Metropolitan Airport. 

The vote could give the lim¬ 
ousine service another exclu¬ 
sive rights package, similar to 
one Metro Cars obtained in 
1990. That contract expired 
this past January. 

It Metro Cars is awarded the 
pact, the firm would then re¬ 
turn about $100,000 to Wayne 
County. 

County Commissioner 
Bruce Patterson, (R-Canton) 
who represents Romulus as 
tvell as other nearby commu¬ 
nities, said he is still unde¬ 
cided on his vote due today, 


but is leaning on voting in op¬ 
position to the plan. 

Patterson said Tuesday that 
he is concerned over any ex¬ 
clusive contracts and non-bid- 
ding pacts okayed by Wayne 
County such as the limousine 
issue. The county commis¬ 
sioner also said “rumors are 
abounding on how Metro Cars 
first obtained its contract and 
we all know the firm does have 
a track record we are continu¬ 
ing to check out.” 

Other commissioners in¬ 


cluding William O’Neill (D-Al- 
len Park) would prefer to see 
the contracts be bidded out so 
that other companies could 
take part. 

At least one other limousine 
firm spokesperson said his 
company would definitely bid 
higher than Metro Cars if al¬ 
lowed to compete. 

O’Neill (in a recent press re¬ 
lease) said a County Audit 
Committee last summer re¬ 
vealed Metro Cars was both 
late with its payments to the 


county and added vehicles to 
its fleet without informing the 
commission (thus avoiding ex¬ 
tra fees). 

Another Commissioner Ed¬ 
ward Boike Jr. (D-Trenton) 
chorted as to who Metro Cars 
could be afraid of if they are 
really the best company 
available. 

Commissioner Thaddeus 
McCotter (R-Livonia) also asks 
why the contract should be 
open to only one firm. 

But Commissioner Michelle 
Plawecki (D-Dearborn 
Heights), who chairs the 
county’s Roads, Airports and 
Public Safety Committee that 
sent the issue to the full com¬ 
mission, claimed the commis¬ 
sion does not always ask for 
bids on the renewal of pacts.

Police crusade to tighten seat belt law

Although there is a seat belt 
law in effect, it is not consid¬ 
ered a primary violation. 

An individual can be issued 
a citation for not wearing his 
or her seat belt in the front 
seat, but there must be an¬ 
other violation for the police 
to pull a driver over. 

The Michigan State Police, 
in co-operation with several 
local police departments are 
pushing to make the seat belt 
law a primary violation. 

“We are trying to get it 
across to the legislators and 
the community that getting it 
passed is not so much because 
we want to write more tickets 
as it is for the safety factor,” 
said Sgt. Duane Avery of the 
Michigan State Police. “The 
simple fact is that wearing seat 
belts saves lives.” 

According to the sergeant, 
seat belt usage has gone up in 
the last few years, while the 
number of deaths and injuries 
suffered in car accidents have 
gone down. 

Avery said some people still 


refuse to wear seat belts. 

“They say, ‘it should be up to 
me to decide if I want to wear 
it.’ They don’t realize that 
when someone gets killed in a 
car accident, it affects more 
than just one person,” he ex¬ 
plained. “Their family is left 
with the thought, ‘if they had 
their belt on, they may have 
survived.’” 

On March 27, as a part of the 
“No Excuses” campaign, the 
state police were joined by 
other departments, including 
those from Van Buren Towns¬ 
hip and the city of Romulus, to 
help enforce the seat belt law 
on Interstate-94. 

While riding with Trooper 
John Sosa, an 18-year veteran, 
he explained to the writer that 
there has to be a legitimate 
reason for him to stop a car. 

Sosa pulled a non-seat belt 
wearer over because her car 
had a cracked taillight. He 
gave the driver a warning 
about the taillight, and issued 
a citation for the seat belt, 
which can cost $45-$55 depend¬ 
ing on the court. 

The trooper explained that 
police can ticket all pas¬ 


sengers riding in the front seat 
if they are not wearing their 
seat belt. A couple from Be¬ 
lleville found out the hard way, 
when their truck was pulled 
over for a cracked windshield. 
The driver and the passenger 
were each issued a citation for 
not complying with the seat 
belt law. As Sosa returned to 
the squad car to write the 
tickets, the truck’s occupants 
could be seen putting their 
belts on. 

“They’ll probably wear 
their seat belts from now on,” 
Sosa said. “Sometimes, this is 
all it takes. They won’t forget 
this.” 

Sosa said he has heard ev¬ 
ery excuse imaginable from 
people who don’t wear their 
seat belts. “They’ve told me 
they had a friend who was 
trapped in their car and 
couldn’t get out (because of the 
seat belt). Other people say it 
bothers their neck,” he said. 
“If you look at the long-term 
effect, it far outweighs this. 
The seat belt keeps you from 
being thrown out of the car.

Romulus baby dies 
in 2-car accident

A six-month old Romulus 
baby was killed in a two-vehi¬ 
cle crash last Wednesday in 
Ypsilanti, when her mother’s 
car was flipped over by the 
force of the crash. 

Dead is Kiara Brion Ross, 
daughter of Olivia and Troy 
Ross of Romulus. The infant 
was pronounced dead at Beyer 
Hospital in Ypsilanti. The 
mother was treated for minor 
glass cuts at the hospital and 
released. 

Ypsilanti Sgt. Stan Eldridge 
said the Ross car was hit 
broadside as it passed through 
the intersection of S. Grove 
and Factory, south of the city’s 
downtown area. 

The driver of the second car 
was listed as a 41-year-old Yp¬ 
silanti woman. The mother of 
the dead girl was able to es¬ 


cape from the overturned car 
by crawling out a window. 

Eldridge said the accident 
information is being turned 
over to the Washtenaw County 
Prosecutor’s Office. No 
charges or citations have been 
issued at this time, he said. 

The accident tied up traffic 
in that section of Ypsilanti for 
about three hours, Eldridge 
revealed. 

Other survivors included a 
sister, Khyla; her grandmother, 
Marian Robinson; her grand¬ 
parents, Oliver and Pecola 
Ross and William and Daphine 
Grant; her great-grandparents, 
William and Nettie Pope and 
many aunts, uncles and 
cousins. 

The funeral was conducted 
at the Uht Funeral Home on 
March 30. Family members 
provided the eulogies. Inter¬ 
ment was in the United Memo¬ 
rial Gardens of Plymouth.

Questions & Answers Concerning PCBs in Michigan 

Why is Wayne Disposal applying for a TSCA permit to accept PCB wastes? 

Our hazardous waste landfill is the safest and most appropriate facility in Michigan for the 
secure disposal of PCB wastes. There are literally hundreds of contaminated sites throughout 
our state and the Great Lakes Basin that must be cleaned up, including 33 in Wayne County 
alone.

There are only five or six sites in the country that are licensed to accept PCB waste and none 
of them are close to Michigan. This situation is causing long delays, because transporting 
waste several hundred miles adds hundreds of thousands of dollars to the total cost of each 
cleanup. We need a safe and cost-effective disposal option here in the midwest if we want to 
get these sites cleaned up in the near future. 

What happens is some of the PCBs in your landfill get into the groundwater? 

We’ve operated hazardous waste landfills in Van Buren Township for nearly 20 years and 
never had a problem with groundwater contamination. Our state-of-the-art landfill includes 
a double composite liner system featuring two thick layers of plastic liner, complemented by 
dense deposits of natural clay and two leachate collection systems. This design is very 
effective in containing waste above ground. 

Where will this PCB waste come from? 

The majority of our customers are from Michigan and states surrounding the Great Lakes. 
We also have customers in the northeast and a few in the southeast portion of the country. 

Will you be accepting PCB waste from Canada? 

The Canadian government has banned the export of PCBs and PCB contaminated waste.

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Detroit must pay for or 
lose Recorder’s Court

Recorder’s Court judges, 
who argued hard to save their 
benches, may be able to do it. 

Under court reform legisla¬ 
tion passed Thursday by the 
state House of Representa¬ 
tives, Recorder’s Court can re¬ 
main - as long as the city of 
Detroit pays for it bv October 1 

1997, 

Otherwise, Recorder’s Court 
will be abolished on January 1 

1998. 

Currently the state of Michi¬ 
gan pays $20 million to support 
the court, which tries criminal 
cases in Detroit. But no longer 
tries crimes that occurred in 
western Wayne. 

The legislation, which must 


be passed by the state Senate 
to take effect, was a compro¬ 
mise. The original proposal by 
Rep. Deborah Whyman (R- 
Canton) would have phased 
out Recorder’s Court. 

The threat of Whyman’s leg¬ 
islation caused Recorder’s 
Court judges, who are elected 
by Detroit voters, to stop trying 
out-county felony cases. A se¬ 
ries of unpopular rulings by 
Chief Recorder's Court Judge 
Dalton Roberson, including 
decisions to free some accused 


murderers on bail, outraged 
many out-county residents. 

Under the legislation, Re¬ 
corder’s Court judges will be 
absorbed into the Wayne 
County Circuit Court if Detroit 
won’t come up with the money. 

The reform will also em¬ 
power the circuit court judges 
trying divorce cases to deal 
with other family legal prob¬ 
lems, including juvenile cases 
that are now tried in probate 
court

Quick thinking Burrick did not avoid hitting 
the car that veered in front of her bus after the 
driver lost control. Her reasoning was that if 
she had tried the bus most certainly would 
have tumbled down a large ravine. 

As it was, the initial impact caused the Lin¬ 
coln to flip over with the bus catching the car 
under its front end, driving the two down the 
side of the ravine. It was more than an hour 
before Burrick was able to leave the driver’s 
seat because she had to keep her foot on the 
brake pedal to avoid the bus from completely 
rolling over the Lincoln. Two medivac heli¬ 
copters airlifted the two passengers in the Lin¬ 
coln to Ann Arbor. 

Remarkably, none of the bus passengers 
were injured. In fact the Color Guard, after a 
brief break, loaded into another bus and con¬ 
tinued their journey to Saginaw, where incred¬ 
ibly they would go on to finish fifth in state 
competition. 

Carol Burrick’s heroic efforts are to be ap¬ 
plauded. Without her quick thinking it could 
have been an extremely disastrous conclusion.

of quote.’ I believe the actions 
of the chairman violated the 
letter and spirit of that act.

lition of nepotism, favoritism 
and cronyism in employment 
by the county. 

“It was interesting to note 
that the chairman didn’t even 
extend the courtesy of permit¬ 
ting a minority response. 
Where is the tolerance, where 
is the respect for other people 
Democrats are ways talking 
about? We three commis¬ 
sioners represent nearly a half 
a million constituents in our 
districts and if you look at vo¬ 
ter participation across the 
County of Wayne the number is 
closer to 43 percent of 2.2 mil¬ 
lion residents.

billions 

Though getting tax forms in 
the mail by April 15 might 
seem like the popular thing to 
do, about 10 million people 
think otherwise, according to a 
Southfield accountant. 

According to Southfield 
CPA Jim Jenkins, 10 million 
people won’t be filing their 
taxes on the April 15 deadline. 
This amounts to 8 percent of 
the total filers. These non¬ 
filers end up costing the gov¬ 
ernment 45 billion, or half of 
the national debt.

“They (non-filers and under 
reporters) fall into three 
groups,” said Jenkins, “and it’s 
mostly a guy thing.” Jenkins, 
who knows the non- filer pro¬ 
file has helped over 200 people 
get back on track with the IRS 
over the pat 20 years. He au¬ 
thored Failure to File, an in¬ 
structional tome that is 
available in two editions; self- 
help for the non-filer and a ref¬ 
erence edition for accountants 
working with non-filers. 

The top three non-filing cat- 
egories are construction 
workers, freelancers and the 
basic procrastinators. The first 
two categories are people who 
live a feast or famine lifestyle. 

Construction work is a sea- 
sonal occupation, with 
workers frequently unem¬ 
ployed during the winter 
months. As the tax deadline 
approaches, construction 
workers have usually spent all 
their savings from the previous 
season with little left to pay 
taxes. At that point the deci¬ 
sion to put off paying the IRS 
until they are back to work sets 
the construction worker on the 
road to becoming a non-filer. 

The freelance category in¬ 
cludes writers and photogra¬ 
phers, models (auto show 
product specialists), cabinet 
makers, business consultants, 
etc. Generally speaking these 
people have incredible highs 
and lows financially. When 
they have a “job,” the money is 
good, but because they are 
self-employed independent 
contractors, when they aren’t 
working, they have no income. 
Without appropriate planning, 
the freelance worker is often 
broke when April 15 rolls 
around. The freelancer often 
files for an extension or 
doesn’t file at all. One year 
later, they owe even more and 
may not file again. 

Procrastinators just can’t 
complete tasks. Jenkins de¬ 
scribes this group as people 
who, quite often, are pillars of 
the community, hold solid 
jobs-often mid to upper man¬ 
agement, but are just unable to 
put the final details of their re¬ 
turn together. They believe 
they will, but they don’t.

Epps, who is a General Mo¬ 
tors Corp. retiree, has a lot of 
ideas about education, and he 
had dedicated himself -- with a 
missionary spirit -- to spread¬ 
ing the word about community 
involvement in education.

Suburban 

murder 

probed

Although I had never 
read any of Jon Katz’ mys¬ 
tery novels, I was intrigued 
enough by the title of his lat¬ 
est, The Last Housewife, to 
read it, and then quickly be¬ 
come a fan of Kit Deleeuw, 
also known as the Suburban 
Detective. 

The rather offbeat hero 
of Katz’ mystery novels is a 
private detective, living in a 
bedroom community in New 
Jersey who divides his day 
between his sleuthing and 
keeping an eye on his two 
youngsters while his wife 
pursues her career. 

While walking his dog, 
Deleeuw meets one of the 
few full-time housewives in 
his suburb - a woman who 
has dubbed herself as the 
“Last Housewife.” Shortly 
after, the quiet suburb is 
rocked by the announce¬ 
ment that the popular wo¬ 
man principal of the middle 
school has been gunned 
down and the prime suspect 
is none other than the Last 
Housewife. 

Deleeuw signs on as an 
investigator to prove her in¬ 
nocence, but he soon be¬ 
comes entangled in a series 
of threats that place his ca¬ 
reer and reputation on the 
line. 

The author’s knowledge 
about the inside politics of 
the educational system is 
evident from his description 
of a school board meeting - 
“Educational meetings are, 
for a number of my fellow 
townspeople, the favored 
recreational activity. 
They’re cheaper than 
movies or the theater. And 
school officials are a handy 
target, required by law to sit 
and listen to everybody’s 
hectoring. 


Katz has a keen under¬ 
standing of the suburbs and 
its residents as well as the 
schools and everyday subur¬ 
ban life. 

It is into this atmosphere 
that the Suburban Detective 
must seek the answers to 
the question of who shot the 
principal - treading lightly 
so as not to disturb the 
beauracracy or inadver¬ 
tently make a politically in- 
correct move as he 
investigates allegations of 
sexual harassment of fe¬ 
male students. 

Deleeuw’s suspicious 
turn to a group of four stu¬ 
dents - the suspect’s son, a 
bright honor student and 
two others - when he is 
fired from his job by his cli¬ 
ent. 

He finds himself one of 
the few residents of 
Rochambeau, N.J. who con¬ 
tinues to believe in the sus- 
pect’s innocence, but 
continues to investigate the 
case until he comes up with 
the solution.'

Ukrainian 

egg art 

taught

Years ago, Mona Salisbury 
took a class at the Henry Ford 
Museum to learn how to make 
pysanky, Ukrainian Easter 
eggs. As with many things, Sa¬ 
lisbury took what she learned 
and taught it to her fifth and 
sixth grade classes at Edge- 
mont Elementary. 

Although she is now retired, 
Salisbury is still teaching what 
she learned many years ago. 
She said she generally works 
with children, but this year 
she’s doing something differ¬ 
ent. On March 8, Salisbury 
came to the September Days 
Senior Center to pass the art 
on to an older generation. 

Pysanky eggs are decorated 
with very fancy, intricate de¬ 
signs, and no two eggs are ex¬ 
actly alike. The designs 
contain symbols and colors 
which have special meanings. 
Each is designed to communi¬ 
cate special wishes to the per¬ 
son receiving the egg. 

Salisbury brought with her 
some of the eggs she has de¬ 
signed over the years. Of 
course, she said she could tell 
her early designs from the eggs 
she has worked on recently be¬ 
cause the lines aren’t as 
straight as they once were. 

She told the class not to 
worry about making mistakes. 
“No one will know it’s a mis¬ 
take unless you tell them,” she 
said. 

The pysanky process in¬ 
cludes holding a kitska or 
stylus over a candle, then 
pressing it into bees wax be¬ 
fore using it to draw the design 
on the egg. The bees wax will 
turn black once it dries. The 
eggs can be dyed and more 
bees wax can be applied over 
the dye. After the design is 
complete, paint thinner is 
used to remove the wax. The 
design will be the color the egg 
was dyed before the wax was 
applied. 

Nature is used to represent 
different messages. Some of 
the symbols used in traditional 
pysanky include flowers, 
fruits, trees, birds, as well as 
stars, the sun, spiders, and wa¬ 
ter.
